Gz. have come and gone over the years encompassed by our readers, but this 
mortal has not seen one until Hale-Bopp graced our night skies for several weeks during 
the Spring of 1997. It was a phenomenon I will never forget. Our northwesterly facing 
front deck was a great vantage point from which to view the Hale-Bopp comet on any 
clear evening during March of this year. And yet, speaking with many local people 
about this celestial treat, it surprised me to discover the number of folks who, for 
whatever reason, did not observe it. 

Certainly it was easy enough to see 
with the naked eye, even better with 
binoculars. One morning, about 5 a.m., | 
looked out to the northeast and there it was, 
tail straight up, as if plunging into my 
neighbour's roof. I saw it so many times and 
in sO many situations, it was like an old 
friend. I was sorry to see it go. 

The making of this wooden nickel required some techniques I had not used before 
now. The blanks were first sprayed black on one side, then sprinkled with white fleck 
(like we did in elementary school art class, using a tooth brush and a piece of screen). 
The printing was next, followed by the comet, both stamped in white. The next step was 
the difficult one. Using a specially designed jig, the tail was sprayed in such a way so as 
to give it a feathery effect. On the obverse side, the leaf was stamped with a new type of 
foil making it multicoloured. Since those colours pass under the die at random, no two 
leafs are exactly alike. 

Since the Hale-Bopp comet's next scheduled pass within our view is some 4000 
years from now, I was moved to write a somewhat philosophical rhyme about its visit to 
our galaxy. Indeed, the way we are wasting our planet, it will be a miracle if there is 
anything left of Mother Earth in a mere 400 years! Though life as we know it may not 
exist on this globe, comets will likely still come and go.
